Information was reesived in the city. yoster- 
duy'morning that the Zafiro’ hod passed Capo 


| D’Aguilar, and at about noon. soveral officers 


from the ship arrived in the city aad were 
sarprised to learn of the signing of tho psace 
protocol, stating that tho vessel had authored 
in Junk Bay bocdhss it was thought that the 
United States and Spain were still belligeronts, 
intending to come iato British waters to-day. 
In tho meantime the weather got so bad that 
il was impossible to get’ tho mails off, ay: no 
launches could bo hived, the ownors being afraid 
to risk them, and in'oonrequonce the despatches 
will not be dolivored until to-day, 

Captain Mactoon, of the Zafiro, informs us, 
‘ howevor, that the Americans practically walked 
into Manila on Saturday last, and that the 
story of the Spaniards having made a desperate 
yesistance was. untrus, the rosistanca being more 
formal thon otherwise. The operations all 
took place on the’ Malate side of the city: 
Hero. the Spaniards had two lines of defences. 
The first Hos consisted of a tronch running 
yavallol with Malate River, and behind this 
was Malate fort, on-ono side of which was o 
trench rmmaiog town to-the~benel, cut onthe 
other a sund bag arrangemont oxtending into 
the bushes, The American trench was en tha 
other sida of the river paral) with these. 

Said Coptain Maclean :—*It was aboub 
half-past nine on Sninrday morning when we 
got under waigh, and about a quarter of. an 
hour afterwards we reached’ our position, a 
position from which we could sweap beth. tha 
Spanish lines, We  immodiately ‘oponod 
fire, special ‘attention being direvted to 
the fort, and for kalf-an-hoar our guns were 
hanyd-vigoronsly..
